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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

Every  so  often  amongst  the  coins  of  the  ancient  world  we  find  one  which  directly  alludes  to  a  major 
historical  event.'  The  reverse  of  the  gold  aureus  of  Claudius  which  we  feature  on  our  front  cover  this 
month  is  just  such  a  coin.  Of  particular  interest  to  Britain,  it  is  the  first  Roman  coin  struck  that  carries 
any  reference  to  Britain.  Caesar,  although  he  had  referred  to  some  of  his  Gallic  conquests  on  his  issues, 
made  no  reference  to  his  expeditions  to  the  island  in  55  and  54  B.C.  on  any  of  his  silver  denarii.  The 
emperor  Claudius,  seeking  imperatorial  honours,  decided  to  finish  Caesar’s  abortive  invasions  and 
succeed  where  his  three  predecessors,  Augustus,  Tiberius  and  Caligula,  had  let  well  alone.  In  A.D.  43 
the  general  Aulus  Plautius  was  despatched  with  four  legions  to  conquer  the  island;  Claudius  followed 
behind  at  an  appropriate  distance  to  observe  progress  and  be  available  at  the  right  moment  to  enter  the 
captured  capital  of  Camulodunum  (Colchester)  in  triumph. 

The  emperor’s  personal  share  in  the  initial  victories  was  recognised  by  the  erection  of  a  triumphal 
arch  in  Rome  in  A.D.  44;  it  is  that  arch  which  appears  as  the  reverse  of  his  aureus  struck  in  Lyons  in 
46-47.  The  arch,  dedicated  in  52,  spanned  the  Via  Lata  at  the  point  where  the  Palazzo  Sciarra  now 
stands  on  the  Via  del  Corso,  and  ft  also  served  to  carry  an  aqueduct,  the  Aqua  Virgo,  across  the  street. 
During  the  eighth  century  A.D.  the  arch  seems  to  have  been  destroyed  and  it  has  left  few  traces;  part  of 
its  dedicatory  inscription  ( Corpus  Inscriptiones  Latinorum ,  vol.  VI,  no.  920)  is  preserved  in  the 
courtyard  of  the  Palazzo  dei  Conservatori.  The  coin  shows  us  important  details  of  the  sculpture  that 
surmounted  it.  Above  the  inscription,  on  either  end,  is  a  trophy  of  British  arms,  flanking  a  horse  (or 
pony)  moving  left  with  its  head  turned  back  towards  its  rider.  Some  have  suggested  that  this  equestrian 
statue  represents  the  Celtic  horse  goddess  Epona  riding  on  her  pony.  The  Senate  granted  Claudius  the 
cognomen  Britannicus,  but  he  preferred  to  bestow  it  upon  his  son  by  Messalina.  See  CG  20. 


A  NEWLY  DISCOVERED  ISLE  OE  MAN  PUNCH

The  re  discovered  Isle  of  Man  halfpenny  punch  and  the  obverse  of  an  Isle  of  Man  halfpenny,  1786. 
Enlarged;  actual  size  is  0.195  mm  from  the  top  of  the  middle  leaf  to  the  point  of  the  truncation. 

The  pence  and  halfpence  delivered  by  the  Company  of  Moneyers  into  the  Mint  Office  on 
25  March  1  786 1  were  the  first  copper  coins  struck  by  the  Royal  Mint  for  the  Isle  of  Man.  For 
this  important  coinage  VV.  J.  Hocking  records  eleven  surviving  tools  in  the  second  volume  of 
his  catalogue  of  the  Royal  Mint  collection.2  These  tools  may  be  summarised  as  follows:

Thus  a  matrix,  punch  and  die  survive  for  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  the  penny  and  for  the 
reverse  of  the  halfpenny,  while  a  matrix  and  die  survive  for  the  obverse  of  the  halfpenny.  The 
tools  required  to  produce  the  coins  of  1786  are  therefore  well  represented  in  the  collection  and 
in  fact  they  fall  into  such  a  neat  pattern  that  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  the  conclusion  that  at  some 
stage  a  careful  selection  was  made  of  the  items  to  be  retained. 

Our  study  of  the  Royal  Mint's  eighteenth-century  die  records  confirms  that  this  may  well 
have  been  the  case.  It  is  clear  from  these  records  that  at  intervals  all  the  tools  in  the  custody 
of  the  engravers  were  inspected  and  decisions  taken  about  which  should  be  destroyed  and 
which  retained  against  possible  future  use 7  The  records  also  show  that  on  certain  occasions 
punches  and  dies  were  deliberately  withdrawn  from  the  engravers  and  issued  to  the  Warden 
of  the  Mint  or  to  the  Mint  Office.  The  reason  for  these  withdrawals  is  not  yet  apparent  but  we 
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have  been  able  to  demonstrate  that  there  is  a  remarkable  correlation  between,  on  the  one 
hand,  the  tools  so  withdrawn  and  the  obsolete  tools  which  were  in  the  custody  of  the 
engravers  in  1812  and,  on  the  other,  the  current  holding  of  eighteenth-century  tools  in  the 
Royal  Mint  collection.4’5  Accordingly,  for  each  denomination,  the  knowledge  of  which  tools 
were  withdrawn  during  the  eighteenth  century  together  with  those  which  survived  in  1812  can 
enable  us  to  predict  with  confidence  that  these  are  the  tools  which  will  now  exist. 

It  is  not  always,  however,  quite  as  easy  as  this.  In  particular,  with  those  denominations 
which  were  being  struck  during  the  first  decade  of  the  nineteenth  century  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  determine  which  of  the  tools  in  the  engravers’  custody  in  1812  were  obsolete. 
Fortunately  with  the  Isle  of  Man  coins  this  is  not  a  problem  since  from  the  end  of  March 
1 786  until  early  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria  there  was  no  further  production  of  coins  by  the 
Royal  Mint  and  no  fresh  tools  were  sunk,  apart  from  two  obverse  matrices  some  time 
between  March  1796  and  July  1798. 6  The  coins  of  1798  were  struck  by  the  Soho  Mint  and  it 
can  therefore  be  assumed  with  complete  safety  that  all  the  tools  in  the  hands  of  the  engravers 
in  1812  were  obsolete.  Moreover,  since  there  was  no  issue  of  tools  to  the  Warden  or  to  the 
Mint  Office  between  1786  and  1812,  an  attempted  correlation  of  the  records  and  the  current 
holding  of  the  collection  requires  us  to  know  only  what  the  engravers  had  in  their  possession 
in  1812. 

The  records  show  that  at  the  first  inspection  in  which  the  Isle  of  Man  tools  appear,  that  of 
29  March  1786,  the  engravers  possessed  the  following  items:7

The  inspection  occurred  four  days  after  the  Moneyers  had  delivered  the  coins  to  the  Mint 
Office  and  presumably  included  all  the  tools  made  for  the  coinage.  This  early  opportunity 
was  taken  to  destroy  many  of  the  dies,  and  more  tools  were  destroyed  at  the  next  inspection 
on  25  April  1788. 7  The  engravers’  holdings  were  increased  between  March  1796  and  July 
1798  by  the  production  of  two  new  obverse  matrices  for  the  penny,  but  at  the  inspection  of 
11  July  1798  an  obverse  punch  and  two  obverse  matrices  for  the  penny  were  destroyed.6 
With  the  further  destruction  of  a  reverse  punch  for  the  penny  and  an  obverse  punch  for  the 
halfpenny  at  the  inspection  of  14  May  1802  the  following  tools  were  all  that  remained  in  the

This  was  still  the  position  in  1812  and  consequently  we  should  expect  to  find  these  twelve 
tools  in  the  Royal  Mint  collection. 

Only  eleven  tools  are  listed  by  Hocking  but  the  correlation  can  nevertheless  be  regarded  as 
having  held  up  well.  The  pattern  of  matrix,  punch  and  die  for  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  each 
denomination  is  exactly  as  predicted,  with  the  sole  exception  that  there  is  no  obverse  punch 
for  the  halfpenny.  Such  a  large  measure  of  success  may  be  thought  satisfactory  enough  but 
the  extensive  use  which  we  are  making  of  the  die  records  demands  full  confidence  in  their 
accuracy.  Discrepancies  must  therefore  be  investigated  and  it  was  our  hope  that,  as  on  one  or 
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two  similar  occasions,  the  missing  tool  might  still  exist,  having  been  misidentitied  and  mis 
placed  in  the  collection.  In  carrying  out  a  search  we  had  the  advantage  of  knowing  more  or 
less  exactly  what  it  was  that  we  were  looking  for.  The  die  records  told  us  that  the  missing  tool 
was  an  obverse  punch  for  the  halfpenny,  while  our  general  knowledge  of  the  tools  in  the 
collection  suggested  that  the  punch  would  show  only  the  bust  of  the  King.  As  on  the  obverse 
punch  for  the  penny,  there  would  be  no  inscription  and  the  date  would  also  be  absent. 

Our  attention  quickly  focussed  on  a  tool  of  George  III  which  Hocking  had  described  in  the 
following  terms: 

‘420.  Guinea.  Punch.  Obv.  (pattern),  laureated  bust  to  right,  with  bare  neck,  one  lock 
brought  forward  on  right  shoulder;  the  leaves  in  the  wreath  are  arranged:  -  one, 
three,  three,  three;  the  riband  has  a  loop  and  two  ends.  By  Thomas  Pingo’. 

In  identifying  the  tool  as  a  guinea  punch  Hocking  had  copied  an  earlier  catalogue,  prepared 
by  an  anonymous  Mint  Officer  about  1840. 8  There  is,  however,  an  indication  in  Hocking’s 
use  of  the  term  ‘pattern’  that  he  may  not  have  been  altogether  happy  with  the  identification, 
for  in  this  context  ‘pattern’  can  often  mean  that  he  had  been  unable  to  find  any  record  of  a 
coin  of  that  denomination  bearing  the  design  of  the  tool.  Certainly  no  guinea  is  known  with 
this  effigy  and  closer  examination  confirms  that  in  all  respects  it  corresponds  exactly  with  the 
Isle  of  Man  halfpenny.  There  can  accordingly  be  no  doubt  that  the  missing  punch  has  been 
found. 

Our  pleasure  in  reporting  the  re-discovery  of  an  important  item  in  the  history  of  the  Isle  of 
Man  coinage  is  matched  by  our  satisfaction  that  the  accuracy  of  the  die  records  has  again 
been  vindicated.  Indeed,  there  now  seems  every  reason  to  hope  that  further  success  in  re¬ 
attributing  doubtful  tools  will  be  possible  in  the  near  future.

The  next  mint  to  be  listed  in  this  series  is  that  of  Cardiff.  The  rare  coins  of  this  mint  suggest 
that  it  operated  for  the  Pacx  type  of  William  I,  again  for  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry  I 
and  into  the  baronial  war  period  of  the  time  of  Stephen.  Coins  showing  the  activity  of  hitherto 
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unrecorded  moneyers  striking  for  ‘Matillis’,  or  for  a  possible  combination  of  Henry  and 
Matilda  and  having  a  new  reverse  type,  were  only  discovered  at  Wenallt  in  1980.  Some  of 
these  were  sold  at  the  Spink  Auction  No.  20  of  3 1  March  1982.  Enlarged  illustrations  of  four 
of  the  coins  with  a  discussion  of  their  legends  is  to  be  found  in  SCMB  for  July  1981.  The 
irregular  coins  are  of  light  weight  and  are  extremely  fragile.  The  type  numbers  are  those  used 
by  Brooke  in  English  Coins.

RARE  SHILLINGS  OF  CHARLES  II 

P.  SHIMMIN 
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There  are  eleven  different  types  of  milled  Charles  II  shillings,  and  when  one  takes  into 
account  the  many  combinations  of  types,  dates  and  varieties  which  occur,  one  finds  that  over 
forty  are  listed  in  ESC  ( The  English  Silver  Coinage  From  1649 ,  by  H.  A.  Seaby  and  P.  A. 
Rayner.)  Of  these,  only  three  are  considered  to  be  common,  the  first  bust  and  first  bust 
variety  of  1663  being  two,  and  the  1668  second  bust  being  the  other. 

The  early  1660s  was,  of  course,  the  period  when  the  milled  coinage  proper  was  launched, 
so  there  must  have  been  a  large  quantity  of  shillings  struck  in  1663,  and  presumably  these 
continued  to  leave  the  mint  during  the  following  two  years,  as  there  are  no  pieces  dated  1664 
or  1665.  With  so  many  dies  being  prepared,  it  is  hardly  surprising  that  a  couple  of  errors  were 
made.  The  better  known  of  these  is  the  piece  showing  the  shields  of  Scotland  and  Ireland 
transposed,  whereas  the  other  has  the  error  on  the  obverse,  reading  ‘DEI  GARTIA’  instead 
of  ‘DEI  GRATIA’.  It  could  be  a  matter  for  conjecture  as  to  whether  more  shillings  of  1663 
would  have  been  issued  in  1666  had  it  not  been  for  the  Great  Fire  of  that  year.  Maybe  the 
dies  and  possibly  some  coins  were  destroyed  in  this  tragic  event.  However,  in  1666  came  the 
issue  of  the  famous  ‘elephant’  shillings,  struck  from  silver  imported  from  the  ‘Africa  Co.’  in 
Guinea,  and  featuring  a  small  elephant  below  the  King’s  bust.  Most  of  these  pieces  have  the 
first  bust  variety,  but  there  are  some  which  were  struck  from  the  obverse  die  of  the  gold 
guinea.  Incidentally,  it  was  because  much  of  the  gold  came  from  this  source  that  the  gold 
coins  were  known  as  guineas,  though  their  currency  value  was  twenty  shillings  at  this  time, 
not  twenty-one.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  guinea  die  was  used  possibly  because  the  first 
bust  variety  die  had  been  lost  in  the  Great  Fire.  This  may  be  true,  but  is  it  not  equally  likely 
that  the  guinea  die  was  used  initially  and,  as  it  was  found  that  unscrupulous  folk  were  gilding 
these  shillings  to  pass  them  as  gold  coins,  the  more  distinctive  first  bust  variety  obverse  was 
substituted  to  curb  this  practice?  It  is  a  fact  that  guinea-head  shillings  which  turn  up  today 
often  show  traces  of  gilding,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  chart  below.  This  dishonest  practice 
apparently  occurred  in  Queen  Victoria’s  time  when  the  1887  shield-back  sixpence  had  to  be 
altered  as  they  were  very  similar  to  the  half-sovereigns. 

No  more  than  four  1666  shillings  with  the  second  bust  (no  elephant)  are  thought  to  exist, 
but  from  1668  this  bust  type  is  used  to  the  end  of  the  reign,  with  only  few  exceptions,  which  I 
will  come  to  later.  The  second  bust  is  similar  to  the  first  and,  although  the  King’s  features 
show  a  slight  change,  the  easiest  point  of  identification  is  the  single  leaf  protruding  from  the 
top  of  the  laurel-wreath.  On  the  first  bust  there  are  two  leaves.  No  shillings  exist  dated  1664 
or  1665  and  the  only  other  blank  year  is  1667,  although  pieces  dated  1669  are  excessively 
rare,  as  are  those  of  1682. 

From  167 1  through  to  1680  some  of  the  shillings  show  a  Welsh  plume  below  the  bust,  and 
in  the  centre  of  the  reverse  in  place  of  the  Garter  star.  The  silver  from  which  these  coins  were 
struck  came  out  of  the  Welsh  mines;  as  the  plume  is  featured  on  both  sides  of  the  coins  the 
possibility  of  errors  presented  itself.  Shillings  of  1674  exist  with  the  plume  on  the  reverse  only, 
whereas  a  few  pieces  dated  1677  and  1679  show  the  plume  on  the  obverse  only.  It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  no  shillings  of  1677  are  known  with  the  plumes  on  both  sides.  As  I  have 
already  suggested,  the  shillings  showing  just  one  plume  are  probably  mules,  i.e.  the  obverse 
and  reverse  dies  were  not  intended  to  be  used  together.  Shillings  of  1672  and  1678  are  not 
known  with  the  Welsh  symbol  in  any  combination. 

A  very  large  bust  was  used  on  a  few  shillings  of  1674  and  1675  known  as  the  third  bust. 
These  are  undoubtedly  rarer  than  is  normally  indicated  by  the  catalogues  as  they  very  rarely 
turn  up  today. 

There  is  an  excessively  rare  shilling  of  1681  which  echoes  back  to  1666  because  it  is  again 
struck  from  African  silver.  It  shows  not  only  the  elephant  but  also  a  castle  on  the  elephant’s 
back,  as  does  much  of  the  gold  of  this  period.  In  the  last  two  years  of  Charles’  reign  (1683-4)

a  fourth  bust  is  found  on  the  shillings.  This  is  also  a  large  one,  similar  to  the  third  bust  but  of 
less  fine  style;  the  curls  of  the  hair,  especially  at  the  back  of  the  neck,  are  rather  different. 

Throughout  the  reign  a  number  of  overdates  occur  (e.g.  1668  over  7).  In  an  effort  to  con¬ 
serve  the  dies,  the  last  digit  of  the  date  was  altered  so  that  they  were  given  a  reasonable 
amount  of  use  before  new  dies  were  set  up  in  their  place.  There  are  at  least  a  dozen  instances 
of  this  overstriking  on  Charles  II  shillings. 

The  accompanying  chart  gives  some  idea  of  the  way  prices  of  these  rare  shillings  have 
increased  during  the  past  thirty  years  or  so.  There  are  two  periods  in  particular  when  the 
coins  made  very  sharp  price  increases:  the  mid-sixties  and  the  late-seventies.  The  statistics  on 
the  chart  show  seven  of  the  rare  Charles  II  shillings.  The  individual  entries  are  taken  from 
Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin ,  showing  coins  offered  for  sale  in  particular  months  during 
the  past  thirty  years  plus. 

The  only  occasion  Seaby’s  have  offered  a  1669  shilling  (an  extreme  rarity)  in  the  Bulletin 
within  the  last  34  years  was  in  February  1948,  when  a  piece  graded  about  fine  on  the  obverse 
and  mediocre  on  the  reverse,  was  priced  at  £12.50  (quite  a  lot  of  money  in  1948).  Another 
excessively  rare  piece  offered  just  once,  in  July  1966,  is  the  1682  (always  struck  over  1). 
Although  its  rarity  rating  is  R7,  signifying  only  one  or  two  specimens  known,  a  few  have 
come  to  light  in  the  last  few  years  from  early  sea-wrecks.  This  example  graded  fine  but 
mounted  and  gilt,  was  priced  at  £20.  In  June  1980  this  same  piece  was  sold  again,  in  a  Spink 
auction,  being  part  of  the  H.  E.  Manville  collection.  This  time  it  fetched  £75.  A  very  worn

specimen  from  the  Lord  Hamilton  collection  was  also  auctioned  by  Spink’s  in  February 
1979,  and  that  fetched  £60. 

Two  of  the  1675  third  bust  shillings  in  the  chart  below  were  again  sold  when  the  Hamilton 
and  Manville  collections  were  auctioned.  The  piece  offered  in  January  1955  at  £5,  was  the 
Lord  Hamilton  piece,  and  this  realised  £850  in  Spink’s  February  1979  auction.  The  piece 
advertised  at  £6.50  in  June  1958,  became  part  of  the  H.  Manville  collection,  and  this  coin 
made  £440  in  June  1980.  The  only  other  specimen  sold  in  recent  years  that  I  know  of  was 
from  the  collection  of  H.  Pegg.  This  was  also  sold  through  Spink  auctions,  but  was  paired 
with  another  Charles  II  shilling  in  the  same  lot.  An  interesting  point  is  that  all  three  of  these 
third  bust  shillings  have  the  overdate  (5  over  3),  although  the  Pegg  piece  was  not  advertised 
as  such  in  the  catalogue. 

The  1666  elephant  below  first  bust  variety  pieces  in  the  Hamilton  and  Manville  sales 
fetched  £1400  and  £1300  respectively.  Both  were  in  almost  top  condition. 

The  1681  shilling  with  elephant  and  castle  is  of  the  highest  rarity.  The  Hamilton  piece  sold 
for  £3700  in  very  fine  condition  and  was  described  as  one  of  the  finest  specimens  known.  The 
Manville  piece  was  graded  fine  and  realised  £2100. 

I  have  already  mentioned  the  chart  which  now  follows,  and  the  references  at  the  top  of 
each  column  apply  to  these  books  on  English  milled  coins:

They  show  a  profit  of  £4.94  million  on 
sales  of  £57.88  million,  described  as  creditable  results  in  view  of  the  worldwide  slump  in  demand  for 
coins.  The  overseas  sales  of  £26.44  million,  earned  from  exports  to  49  countries,  represent  the  lowest 
demand  for  many  years.  The  Royal  Mint’s  Chief  Executive,  Dr  Jeremy  Gerhard,  comments  that 
without  doubt  the  future  will  be  very  tough  going,  with  continued  world  over  capacity  and  with  pres¬ 
sures  on  prices  showing  little  sign  of  relenting.  Fortunately  the  Royal  Mint’s  success  in  improving 
productivity  has  meant  that  it  has  been  able  to  compete  at  today’s  unprecedented  low  prices  and  is  well 
placed  to  capture  new  business  as  and  when  it  becomes  available.’  ( Editorial  Note:  Whilst  there  is  a 
large  amount  of  financial  information  given,  the  essential  numismatic  information  as  to  numbers  of 
coins  struck  is  entirely  absent  -  a  very  strange  ommission  which  we  hope  the  Mint  will  rectify  in  future 
years.)

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The  medal  issued  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society  to  celebrate  its  125th  anniversary  will  feature 
reproductions  of  important  pieces  from  the  New  York  museum’s  extraordinary  collection.  On  the 
obverse  of  the  medal,  designed  by  noted  sculptor  Marcel  Jovine,  is  the  image  of  a  minter  in  very  high 
relief,  against  a  background  of  coins  representing  the  range  of  historical  world  coinage.  The  coins  shown 
on  the  medal  are  taken  from  casts  of  actual  specimens  in  the  ANS  collection,  chosen  for  their  beauty 
and  their  historic  importance. 

The  curators  of  the  various  departments  at  the  Society  selected  coins  which  they  believed  represented 
important  issues  and  which  would  reproduce  well  at  the  half  scale  used  in  production  of  the  medal.  To 
represent  the  earliest  Greek  coinage,  Dr.  Nancy  Waggoner  chose  an  early  silver  stater  of  Corinth 
depicting  a  flying  Pegasus  and  a  silver  stater  of  Poseidonia  with  a  striding  Poseidon.  Later  Greek  coins 
are  a  silver  decadrachm  of  Egypt  of  Ptolemy  II  with  a  portrait  of  his  wife  Arsinoe,  a  new-style 
tetradrachms  of  Athens  showing  Athena  on  one  side  and  her  owl  on  the  other,  and  what  is  probably  the 
most  admired  of  Greek  coins,  the  decadrachm  of  Syracuse  of  Kimon,  with  a  racing  quadriga  on  one 
side  and  the  nymph  Arethusa  on  the  other. 

Dr.  William  Metcalf,  chief  curator  of  the  ANS  and  curator  of  the  Roman  and  Byzantine  collection, 
selected  a  brass  sestertius  of  Nero  depicting  his  triumphal  arch  on  the  reverse  and,  also  from  the  first 
century  A.D.,  a  sestertius  of  Vespasian  with  the  Judaea  Capta  reverse.  From  later  in  the  Empire  are  a 
bronze  medallion  of  the  Emperor  Probus  and  a  bronze  40  nummic  piece  of  Justinian  I.  To  represent  the 
medieval  and  early  modern  periods,  Dr.  Alan  Stahl  selected  a  silver  gros  tournois  of  Louis  IX,  “Saint 
Louis",  of  France,  a  silver  testone  of  Charles  V  struck  at  Naples,  and  a  silver  crown  of  Charles  I  of 
England. 

Dr.  Michael  Bates,  curator  of  Islamic  coinage,  had  represented  a  silver  drachm  of  the  Sasanian 
emperor  Ardashir  I  and  a  silver  10  ‘abbasi  piece  of  the  Safavid  ruler  Sulayman.  Dr.  Rose  Chan 
Houston  decided  to  represent  far  eastern  coinage  with  a  bronze  spade  of  China  of  the  period  400  to  255 
B.C.  and  a  copper  10  cash  piece  of  the  Qing  dynasty. 

For  modern  coinage,  Dr.  Richard  Doty  selected  a  silver  8  reales  piece  of  Mexico  and  a  silver  5  franc 
piece  of  France.  American  coinage  is  represented  by  the  gold  50  dollar  piece  minted  for  the  Panama 
Pacific  Exposition,  the  Lafayette  commemorative  silver  dollar,  and  perhaps  the  most  beautiful  of  all 
U.S.  coins,  the  ultra-high  relief  striking  of  the  gold  double  eagle  of  1907.  Medals  are  represented  with  the 
Society’s  unique  gold  striking  of  the  wedding  medal  of  the  Hapsburg  emperor  Maximilian,  and  decora¬ 
tions  are  given  their  due  in  the  knot  of  Savoy  woven  into  the  headband  of  the  minting  figure. 

After  the  curators  had  chosen  their  coins,  ANS  technician  Persy  Coronis  made  plaster  casts  of  each 
of  them,  which  were  then  used  directly  in  the  model  which  the  artist  supplied  for  reduction  in  the  die 
making  process.  This  very  process  is  illustrated  on  the  reverse  of  the  medal,  where  Jovine  has  sculpted  a 
large  version  of  the  1909  Lincoln  cent  obverse  and  depicted  the  Janvier  machine  which  reduces  it  to  the 
size  used  for  striking.  The  choice  of  this  coin  is  especially  significant,  as  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  played  a- major  role  in  the  designation  of  its  member  Victor  D.  Brenner  to  design  it.  Other  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  reverse  include  a  screw  press,  the  forerunner  of  all  modern  striking  machines,  the  Society’s 
name,  the  dates  1858  and  1983,  and  the  Society’s  motto  “parva  ne  pereant”  (let  not  the  small  things 
perish),  beneath  the  ANS  emblem  of  an  oak  leaf  and  acorns. 
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1  he  medal  is  being  struck  by  the  firm  of  Stefano  Johnson  in  Milan,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most 
esteemed  producers  of  medals  in  the  world.  An  initial  edition  of  100  numbered  silver  specimens  and  500 
numbered  bronze  specimens  will  be  made  available  to  the  public  at  the  time  of  the  Society’s  125th 
anniversary  celebration  on  September  9,  1983.  Silver  and  bronze  medals  may  be  ordered  now  from  the 
American  Numismatic  Society,  Broadway  at  155th  Street,  New  York,  NY  10032,  attn.  Anniversary 
Medal.  I  he  finished  medals  will  measure  90  mm  by  110  mm.  The  silver  specimens  will  be  of  sterling 
(.925)  silver  and  weigh  about  500  grams;  each  comes  in  a  custom  leather  box  with  the  Society’s  seal  for 
$350  including  postage.  Bronze  medals  come  in  a  custom  paper  box  and  can  be  ordered  for  $34.25 
apiece  including  postage. 


AN  UNPUBLISHED  PORTRAIT  MEDAL  OF  ISAAC  NEWTON?

I  recently  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  a  large  portrait  medal  of  Isaac  Newton  (fig.  1); 
unsigned  and  without  any  apparent  hint  of  origin.  Although  there  are  a  number  of  medallic 
portraits  of  Newton,  both  as  commemorative  and  prize  medals,  dating  from  the  eighteenth 
and  nineteenth  century,  it  is  only  the  version  by  Jacques  Roettiers  IV  (fig.  2),  which  shows 
some  similarity  to  the  aforementioned  piece.  Further  comparison  with  two  other  medals  from 
the  British  series,  also  by  Jacques  Roettiers  IV,  of  John  Locke  (fig.  3),  and  the  Duke  of 
Beaufort  (fig.  4),  also  reveal  certain  similarities  in  the  treatment  of  the  portraits  and  drapery 
with  the  medal  under  discussion.  The  Roettiers,  from  the  Belgium  branch  of  which  Jacques 
Roettiers  IV  comes,  were  an  extremely  active  family  of  medallists  and  produced  the  dies  for 
many  coins  and  medals  of  North  European  countries,  flourishing  between  c.  1660  and  1790. 
One  learns  from  Forrer  and  Bingen,  who  questions  the  authorship  of  the  reverse  of  the 
Newton  medal  (fig.  2)  attributing  it  to  ‘possibly’  another  member  of  the  Roettier  family,  that 
Jacques  Roettier  IV  presented  puncheons  of  his  portrait  medals  of  John  Locke  and  Isaac 
Newton  to  the  Royal  Academy  of  Painters  and  Sculptors  in  1773.  It  should  be  pointed  out 
that  the  three  attributed  medals  (figs.  2,  3,  and  4),  all  display  flaws  and  speckles,  the  signs  of 
having  been  struck  from  rusted  dies,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  their  period  of  striking  is  subse¬ 
quent  to  the  dates  which  they  bear.  Certainly,  the  appearance  of  the  large  medal  of  Newton 
(fig.  1)  -  the  beading  around  the  edge,  the  form  of  the  collar  and  ‘freshness’  of  colour  -  point 
to  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century,  or  even  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century,  as  the 
likely  period  of  manufacture. 

Despite  the  certain  similarities  in  the  style  of  the  portraits  between  the  three  attributed 
medals  and  that  of  the  large  medal,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  drapery  around  the  busts, 
there  is  no  other  information  which  presents  itself  on  which  to  make  a  rigid  assumption  as  to 
the  author  of  this  particular  medal.  However,  the  accumulative  evidence,  circumstantial  as  it 
might  be,  does  point  to  the  medal  being  by  one  of  the  Roettiers.  Jacques  IV  (1707-84)  is  the 
most  likely  member  of  the  family  responsible  for  this  piece,  although  it  was  most  probably 
struck  some  years  after  his  death.

On  the  right, 
looking  1.,  is  the  philosopher  Socrates  (469-399  B.C.)  with  his  well-known  pug  nose  and  bald  head  (cf. 
the  Hellenistic  marble  statuette  of  him  in  the  British  Museum).  Facing  Socrates,  looking  to  the  right,  is 
his  famous  pupil  Plato  (c.
